WM&lOfftOO, Oct. 3— The start from 
Mrs. IfcLean's residence was made 
promptly at 10 a. m. Admiral Derwey 
bad breaktafted at 8:10 with his son 
lad Utatemnls Brumby and Caldwell 

He eln«rg«d from the house with 
Obtairman Moses of the local committee 
and the two took theJr seats together 
In Mrs. McLean's carriage. When the 
Bdmlral appeared reaplaiideot in- baavx 
•pauIetteB and gold lace, the great 
throng that had assembled In the ad 
iacent Ktrfeta and In Farragut Bqiiai-e, 
Imlie out Into a long and loud burst 
of applanae. 

AcMnpaniad by an escort of police 
aad coBiinltteemen end headed by the 
Marine band the admiral was driven to 
tlM WhUa House through G!h««ring 
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erowtts. His progreaa waa slow and 
li« repeaitadly bowed and amiled bis 
acknowlo4giiiaat Of the greatliifs given 

ibim. 

He «nitered the White Hoooa grounds 
ty the weat gate and on reaching the 
portioo Admiral Dewey quickly alight- 
ed and was shown Into the w'hit«.< 
room where be was met by the presi- 
dent, and mem bars of the cabinet 

Only a taw mtaoi^ ^paad before 
th« admiral appaarad wtth <ha presi- 
dent end iOOk ae«(» in the White 
House canriagia. The members of the 
cabinet occupied the next threo car- 
riacasi Former Bacratary Alger sitting 
irMta Baeratary hong, Md than follow- 
ed the various offldala wbo bad been 
assigned places near the central figure. 

The carrlegee swept briskly down 
^a curved driveway li>to Pennsylvania 
mrmm, ttksra waa a blare o( bogle 
oooMnaado. « alaA of baada iMd. the 
greait ipcooeasloB atarted. 

It WHS a magnificent and inspiring 
Blghit aa tihe parade awung into the long 
•trateli of tbe handaoma tboroughfare. 
Tlirootft the broad atreet, cleared from 
curb to curb with the majestic capital 
towering f^om the further end aaid the 
treasury behind, the marching hosts 
novad batweaa two solid walla of 
abouttng, geatlcolaiting homaaity, bank- 
ad aolldly fiom the curbs, and rising, 
tier on tier, on every concelvab'e kind 
of structure, to the crowded roofs and 
windows, wjille aibove, below, and all 
•bout fluttered fla«s, bunting and 
Dewey emblema, fonaing a background 
of brilliant color. 

At the head of the line rose Major 
Oeneral Nelson X. Miles, commanding 
geoeral of tSie army, in the full uni- 
tartn ot hit rank, with tbe yelknw field 
BMUrs'hal sash from shoulder to hip. He 
WlM astride of a superb gray horse, 
ritfhly oa/pairlaoned. 

Back of him was rank after raok of 
millitary aidea, all oflleers of high rank. 
The brilliant coart^ed Marine band add- 
ed color and inspiring mufcic to the gay 
aoene, and foUow^lng them oame every 
dascribable ktaid of soldier, sailor and 



marine, mounted and afoot. Infantry, 
ertUlery and cavalry; "ttie marines In 
their short blouses and helmets, the 
Jackles fron». the Tlnlelgh and other 
wairships, battery after battery of liglit 
artillery, ^he mammcfth eight-inch 
aiega gtma ot the Beventh artillery, 
each drawn by eight horaet. Thm tbe 
crimiv>n trapping* of the artillery 
changed to the yellow of cavalry as 
line after line of the yellow-ptamed 
troopers rode by. 
And thea Dewey. 
All thiat had gone before waa but 
a brilHant prelude to the coming of 
49m man of Manilla riding with the 
prasMejit ao his way to the capital to 
raoslva tha nation'a tllnita. Tbay were 
in tbe president's private carriage seat' 
ed on the rear i«at, the president on 
the rlgly^ Mr. McKinley raised his hat 
only oocasfloinally, leaving to the ad- 
Biiiral to acknowledge the plaudits of 
the multltuda by liftiag bis chapeau. 

Wbat an ovation! From end to end 
the avenue rang w:;h deafening cheers 
and the banJcs of humanity took on life 
and motion, as flags aad handkerohiefs 
were waved madly. 

Following the admiral eame fba offl- 
ITS and men of his flagship, the Olym- 
{lia, In double ranks, stretcliing across 
the avenue, and then distlngulabed offi- 
cers of the army and navy. 

Still another brilliant division was 
formed by the governors of states, 
moimted and act-omp.inied by their 
staffs. At thtir head rode Governor 
Edward C. Smith of Vemoot, the na- 
tive ataite of Dewey, with a numerous 
staff brilliantly uniformed. 

At the capital two committeemen 
preceded the president and Admiral 
Dewey. The waiting crowd uncovered 
and the president and admiral prompt- 
ly did the ynmo as they passed rapidly 
Into the lobby of the senate. Dewey 
was followed by his war captains and 
the full cabinet acted aa an escort 

The preeldetrt wilh hla aabioet wai 
shown into the president's room, w^ile 
Admiral Dewey with his captains oc- 
cupied the room of the vice president. 
There waa a walit of about halX an 
boor, then tbe party took up their 
march to the ^fand in the same order 
as they had entered the capitol. 

The band struck into the soul-mov- 
ing atrains ot "Hail to the Chief" as 
the procession moved etowly down l!he 
steps to the Ft.ind. 

The crowd cheered long as f.he party 
took their seats. Admiral D< w( y- ris- 
ing with be<u> bead to respond to tbe 
ovation. A colored servaait in Uvery 
threw a naval cloak over the admiral's 
shoulders as he took hla seat 
Exercises at Cupltol. 
Pmyer waa offered by Rev. Dr. Bria- 
tol, Rrealdeot MoKinley's pastor. Ross 
Perry made the Introductory address 
which waa lustily cheered. He ended 
by Introducing Secretary Long, who 
was received with eothiulaam, and 
standing bareheaded addressed his re- 
marks closely to Dewey who remained 
barehadcd and seated. As Secretary 
Long concluded he passed the sword to 
President McKinley. The latter rose 
and faced tlie admiral. Dewey was 
visibly affec ted and brushed his gloved 
hand.s across his eye before standing 
at attention. The president said: 

"Admiral Dewey — From your en- 
trance Into the harbor of New York, 
with your gallant crew and valiant 
ship, the demonstrations Avhich every- 
where have greeted you reveal the ^»uh- 
11c eateem of your heroic aoUoo ajid 
the fullast ot love In wtddi yon are 
leld by yxntr country. 

'The voice of the nation la lifted la 
praise and gratitude for the distin- 
guished and memorable services you 
have rendered the country and all the 
peopla gt^ yon alTeotlonate welcome 
lioma, In which I )ola with all my 
heart. 

"Your victory exalted American 
valor and extandad Amariean autbor- 
ity. Th«r9 l|MM|S|^ tew in 70V*' ▼iotory; 
there will ba M ||lt«rlng In maintain- 
ing it (Ore^^^Afglause.) It gives me 
extreme pleaMra imd great honor in 
bebaJt of all the people to band you 
this sword, the gift of tlie nation voted 
by the congress of ih^ United Statea." 

The president handed the admiral 
the sword, with a deep bow and there 
was a roar of appUuiae as Dewey re- 
ceived it The crowd waa huahad as 
he turned to reply. He said: 

"1 thank you, Mr. President, for this 
great honor you have oonf erred upon 
me. I thank the congraao for what it 
has done. . I thank th« secretary of 
the nai^ for hla gracious words. I 
thank my countrymen for this beauti- 
ful gift which shall be an heirloam in 
my family forever, aa an evidence that 
republics are not ungrateful, and I 
thank yon, Mr. Chairman, and gentle- 
men of the committpp. fd- the gra- 
cious and kindly welcome which you 
have given me to my home.'" 

The band played "The Star Spangled 
Banner" and then Cardinal Gibbons 
pronounced the benediction. There 
wae the usual bustle and confusion as 
thf ceremonies closed and then the 
crowd rearranged Itself, a broad path 
was cleared across tive plaza and Ad- 



miral Dewev stood up baatda the presi- 
dent to review the parada^ 
At the conclusion of this parade Ad- 

m'r<nl Dfwrv \vns p<»cor'ted by the civil 
committee to the reerldence of Mrs. Mc- 
Lean. 

After Admiral Dewey and the pres- 
ident hfld left the g^-snd t1)*re were 
lourl mils hv the i-ro^^-/! (.;r ScVilev. and 
In response that officer stepped to the 
vacant stand and bowed Ptptatadly to 
the people. 

i>e»orlptlon of Sword. 

The sword, except its steel blade and 
the body metal of Its scabbard, is en- 
tirely of M-carat gold. On the pommel 
Is carved the name of the battleship 
Olympla which was Dewey's flagship 
at Manilla and the zodiacal sign for 
December, in which lucky month 
Dewey waa born. Circling tbaaa ia a 
closely woven wreath of oak laaTaa, 
long employed to indicate and adorn 
rank. 

lielow these the pommel is em- 
braced by a gold collar, on the front of 
which are tha arma ot tha United 
States w.. . the Uoe field of the shield 
in enamel. B*k>w are the arms of Ver- 
mont, Dewey's native state with the 
motto, "Freedom and Unity," and the 
colors ot tha ahield In enamal. The 
plain part of the gold collar la deco- 
rated with stars and ^ graceful finish 
is given to it by a narrow band of oak 
leaves. The sword blade is Dama- 
scened wltli the inscription. "The gift 
of the nation to Rear Admiral George 
Dewey, XT. S. N., In nwBiory of the vic- 
tory of Manilla bay May 1, 1898." 



FAILED TO COMPLETE

New York. Oct 8.— The <lrst race of 
the serlaa tor tha America's cop l>e- 
tween Columbia and Shamrock proved 
one of the most remarkable of any yet 
tailed for the greatest of ell trophies. 

A light breeie prevailed, varied in 
spots by a puff or two, and tn torn both 
boats enjoyed the benefit and suffered 
a change in position. 

Excursion beats, c^f wh-ich tihere were 
hundreds, interfered in a measure with 
tha progreaa ot the racers and In tL.j 
respect Columbia suffered moet 

The official ptart was as follows: 
Shamrock, 11:15:37; Columbia, 11: 16: 
20. Shanxrock gained a hundred yards 
at the start and she increased her lead 
during the first hour. Columbia's sails 
did not set properly particularly her 
balooner, .xnd she disheartened her fol- 
lowers by ber lifeless work. 

Suddenly, however, witlh a change of 
sail and a puff of breese. the American 
cup defender tock on ne^v life took on 
new life and within a few minutes she 
had overhauled her rival. They round- 
ed the mark aa follows: Columbia, 
1:88:46; Shamrock, 1:40:11. The enthu- 
siasm was wild. 

On the beat back there was a succes- 
sion of small tacks. Columbia maklmg 
move for move with Shamrock until 
about 8:45. whan; with Shankrock 
atandlng ' off abore, Oolambia spilt 
tacks with her. ket^ing on In-shore for 
10 minutes. This was an unfortunate 
move for Columbia's skipper, for the 
wind was not only ligbtar In-alhore, but 
shifted to eastward, so Ruunroek, 
which tacked at 2:46, waa froatlj ben- 
efitted by the change. 

The Shamrock gained by this corobi- 
nattoo of cireumatancea tba lead which 
alM bad lost early in the race. 

The time limit of 5:12 hours expired 
at 4:45. At that time lioih boats were 
three milea east of Highlands and the 
aama d lataaoa Crom the finish line at 
Sandy Hook Ughtakip and Shamrock 
was ahead. At the time the race was 
called off a paraon could toss a biscuit 
from tha fliiamToek to tha Colombia. 

RACK l\ DETAIL. 

It Was Nip and Turk Between Co- 
lanrikta aad Shamrock. 

New Yortc. Oct 3.— On board the 
yacht Shamrock which sailed tbe first 
of the series for the America's cup, 
preparatioaa tor tbe great international 
event were begun with the dawn.. 

Ai. 8 a. ni. the day waa fairly clear 
and with a crisp north to oorLheaat 
wind blowing 12 to 15 koots an hour. 

The horison to tbe aoutli and east 
waa ooinparatively clear, observation 
n that direction being IS miles. A 
heavy haze reached over the Long Is- 
land shore and In the harbor, cutting 
off the range in that direction to about 
seven miles. The Shamrock passed out 
by tlic H.7(>1<.

there was a large fleet of excursion 
boats, ateam yachts and six torpedo 
boats, all beaded for the lightship. 

At 10:15 the wind waa almost due 
norlhea-st, blowing about 10 knots an 
hour, n good clob top saJI breeze. 

At 10:30 the torpedo boat flotilla and 
guard boats cleared the coats*. The 
referee's and Judgaa' boats took tbeir 
placee. 

The course was 15 mi'.es to leeward 
and turn down the Jersey sbore. The 
Shamrock did not set her spinnaker 

until Ave minutes after crossing the 
line, during which time the Columbia 
pulled back somewhat on her. 

At 11:12 tbe starting gun waa fired. 
Tbe Shamrock eroaaed tha Una first 
with the Columbia a few seconds later. 

Tbe Shamrock appeared to have a 
little the better wind and increased 
her load. Tbe excursion boats closed 
Dp and took tbe winid out of Columbia's 
sails. The Shamrock had a full breeze 
and was not affected by the excursion 
fleet. At 11:45 the Columbia waa most 
becalmed by excur..ion boats. 

At 12:06 p. m. tlie yachta had sailed 
about six miles of the eonrse. The 
Shamrock during the pretilous 10 min- 
utes fained on Cohiml)la and sesflMd 
over half a mile ahead. 

Th9 fieet of excursion steamers that 
so interfered with the Columbia'a sail- 
ing were moved from her track and 
since she giiiied rapidly on Shamrock. 
TTk^ stake l'o;it wa.s anchored east of 
EllxMon. Tin Tolumbla gained rapidly 
on Sbamrock. Both boats gybed. The 
Columbia Incrensed her speed and aoon 
passed the Shamrock. 

Columbia at 1.22 headed for the stake 
boat. Her lead was constantly In- 
creased. As the yachts neared the 
taming point the Shamrock bad swung 
her boom to starbojird. 

The Columbia turned the stake at 
1:38 p. m. and the S-bamrock tamed it 
two seconds later. 

At 8:14 p. m. the w4nd had decreased 
to about five miles an hour Shamrock 
appeared to have overtaken and pass- 
ed the Columbia. Both yachts went 
aboiU on starboard tack. It was stated 
at 8:06 p. vt tbat Oa yachta would re- 
quire more wind than they had to fin- 
ish the race within time limit 

The Columbia struck a light breeze 
and forged again, but she waa in the 
rear and and had a bard proportion 
for tha rest ot the course.

RM fve the Season of 189tt. 
Cora u4 Tobaceo. 

Cool, dry weather prevailed until the 
28tb, when light Re&eral sbowera occur- 
red ; thia was followed by cool weather, 
with K^neral heavy frosts on the morn- 
ing of the 30tb. Some late corn, sorg- 
hum and a little late tobacco were in- 
jured, bat th«damf«e waa not extensivo. 
as the balk of theae crops had been ee- 
cured before the frost occurred. 

Corn ia nearly all cat and shocked. In 
some aectlo^e the TMd will be very 
good ; hut, duo to the drouth, the crop as 
a whole will be considerably below the 
averai^. • 

Tobacco has been cut and houeed and 
ia generally reported to be curing nicely 
with a good color. Tobacco suffered 
from various caueea duriug the season. 
The drouth at the time of Belting out in- 
terfered with getting a good stand ; grass- 
hoppers immediately attacked it, and, 
later, worms were very bad; the pro- 
tracted drootb io the latter part of the 
season caosed eoms flrioff and premature 
ripening; bat in spite of all these per- 
verse conditions, some localities report a 
good yield and the cropi as a whole, will 
probably bo betweon 70 aadi 80 per «ont. 

Sweet potatoei are a very fair crop, 
bot Irish ana vary poor in moat sections. 
Apples and peart are vary poor in yield 
and quality. 

Dae to the protracted drouth of the 
'ifiUi two months, pastures are very poor 
and water for stock baa become very 
scarce in some localities. 

Farm work is well ap ezoept plowing 
for winter wheat. Tba ground baa been 
too dry in moat placet to do niaoh ploa- 
Ing, but the showers during the past 
week have temporarily relieved thia. and 
plowing and seeding are now going on
